He Instituted proceedings 
against the Beef Trust, the Suit Trust, 
the .Jacksonville Wholesale Grocers’ 
association, the Cotton^ Traffic Bool, 
the Anthracite coal carrying roads, 
and many others, all involving alleged 
violations of the anti-trust and Inter- 
state' commerce laws It was on his 
recommendation that the • law was 
passed permitting cases of general 
public lm|K>rtance to be exploited In 
the supreme court of the United 
Stales.
